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MICHAEL J. O'MALLEY, former trustee, recently elected 
Mayor, was previously employed by the Chicago Police Department 
and the Cook County Environmental Department, was suspected of 
accepting payoffs. 


There were at least two other land development 
proposals taken before the Village Board wherein O'MALLEY 
initially voted against the proposals, but several months later 
changed his vote. In one such action the only change was the 
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MICHAEL J. O'MALLEY 
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Village of Hoffman Estates losing a $50,000.00 reimbursement fee 
from the developer. 

Appropriate interviews with city planners, Village 
trustees and other city officials have failed to substantiate the 
allegations of wrongdoing. Selected interviews with developers 
did not result in the obtaining of evidence. 

In late 1989, SEARS ROEBUCK AND COMPANY reached a 
decision to move their corporate headquarters from Chicago to 
Hoffman Estates. One of the attorneys representing SEARS was an 
old high school friend of O'MALLEY. 

A review of the initial agreements between SEARS, 

Hoffman Estates and the State of Illinois have not produced any 
indications of wrongdoing, but their evaluations remain a 
difficult task. 

O'MALLEY has maintained an unusual relationship with a 
large law firm in Chicago who represent land developers in 
HOffman Estates. This law firm sponsored a "fund raiser" for 
O'MALLEY as he ran for Mayor. While this appeared to be a 
potential "conflict of interest" the State of Illinois indicated 
it was not illegal.
